* King Alexander, or King Sasha.“ as he 
is nicknamed, is one of the most offensive 
and displeasing youths that could be found 
anywhere from the Bosphorus to the banks 
of the Tagus.

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HENRY BASTIAN’S LAST LETTER. 


Probably the last letter ever written by 
Henry Bastian is given above. It was 
mailed the day before he committed suicide. 
The true story” of the death of Fred 
Kuschmann, to which he refers as being in- 
closed in his letter, is as follows: 
“THINKS HE WAS NOT MURDERED— 

DEATH OF FRED KUSCHMANN. 

“ Milan, III., March 12.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. I— Reading in Tun Trispune of March 
11 of the report of ed Kuschmann as 
being murdered, we, t people of the Town 
of Milan and Black Hawk Township, think 
he was not murdered, but that he came to 
his death by being kicked by a young horse 
not thoroughly broken to ride. 

“Fred Kuschmann, who was employed 
by Henry Bastian, a farmer living about 
three miles southeast of Milan, for one year 
at a.salary of .$200, received on Saturday 
evening, Feb. 29, $79.35 balance due him for 
his year’s wages, Henry Bastian was seen 
by his sister to pay the money to Fred 
Kuschmann, who then put it in his pocket. 
Fred Kuschmann was then arranging to go 
home to his father’s house in South Rock 
Island. He was told by Henry Bastian to 
take one of the old work horses to ride 
home, but Fred Kuschmann remarked he 
would prefer to take the young horse Dick 
if he Henry Bastian] had no objections. 
Henry Bastian had ridden the young horse 
to Milan and back the previous Thursday, 
and told Fred Kuschmann that the young 
horse was not as safe as the old one, but 
he had no objections to Fred riding the 
young horse if he wished to. Fred Kusch- 
mann went to the barn to saddle the horse 
and Henry Bastian tobk off his coat and vest 
and sat down to read the paper, and that 
was the last seen of Kuschmann alive, that 
being about 6:30 p. m. 

„% Some time between 7 and 7:30 o'clock p. 
m. the horse came running home, and hav- 
ing to pass close by the house to get home 
he was heard by Henry Bastian and family. 
Henry Bastian put on his hat and blouse 
and went out and found the horse back 
home to the barn without saddle or bridle. 
Henry Bastian then told his wife and sister 
that the horse Fred had ridden home was 
back without either Fred or saddle, and that 
he would have to go and see What was 
wrong, knowing that Fred Kuschmann was 
subject to epileptic fits. Henry Bastian then 
hitched up a horse to his buggy, and as he 
was about to leave his sister came to him 
asking him to stop at Mr. Wiegel’s and 
have a son and daughter came over and stay 
with them until his return, which they did. 
He then started to find Fred Kuschmann, 


and after driving a distance of about three- 


residence of Anton Wiegel. Henry Bastian 
then borrowed an overcoat of Anton Wiegel 
and he and John Wiegel started from Milan 
to summon a doctor and also to telephone 
to Robert Kuschmann, uncle of the dead 
Fred Kuschmann, this telephoning being 
about 8 o’cloeck. Dr. Eddy of Milan imme- 
diately went out and found the body of Fred 
Kuschmann lifeless, and requested the par- 
tles who were in charge to keep wet cloths 
on the wounds of the deceased until the 
Coroner would arrive. 

About 10:30 o’clock p. m. the father of 
Fred Kuschmann and a cousin came to,the 
residence of Anton Wiegel. They rode in 
the street car as far as Searston and then 
walked the rest of the distance,- which is 
about four miles. About 3 o’clock Sunday 
morning Robert Kuschmann Jr., the cousin, 
took Henry Bastian’s horse and buggy and 
returned to his home in Rock Island. The 
father just after daylight walked out on 
the road where the body was found and re- 
turned again, bringing the overcoat to the 
house and staying with the — until the 
Coroner arrived. Robert Kuschmann Jr. 
came back with the horse and buggy about 
8:45 o'clock on Sunday morning, and then 
about 8 o’elock the Coroner and Dr. Eddy 
came, out together to summon a jury and 
investigate the case. Dr. Eddy was select- 
ed as foreman, and the jury consisted of 
Anton Wiegel, William Rettig, William Wil- 
son, Magnus Huber, and Gottlieb Beck Jr. 

Dr. Eddy examined the body and found 
seven wounds about the head and face. The 
pockets were then examined and no money 
found, The jury then walked over the road 
where the body was found and where the 
horse had traveled and then went to the 
house of Henry Bastian and examined the 
horse and found blood on the horse’s taf! and 
hind legs. After, hearing all the evidence 
the jury passed à verdict of accidental death 
caused by the horse. 

We deny the statement in the article of 
Tun TRIBUNE of March 11 in regard to the 
horse being perfectly docile, as we have 
ample proof to the contrary, and also that 
there was no blood tn the buggy before the 
body was lifted in by Wiegel, Heber, and 
Bastian. When the overcoat was examined 
hy the jury it was found h@nging up in An- 
ton Wiegel’s house. It was brought in by 
the father of the boy before the arrival of 
the jury. The money was looked after 
by the jury until after 9 o’clock the n 
morning, two silver dollars then being found.

The race for University Trustee grows mer- 
rier.

| TOWA SENATE ADOPTS AN ANTI- 
OWNERSHIP MEASURE. 


Hon-Resifent ‘Individuals and ‘Cor- . 


Lands — Allens Whe Inherit Such 
Realty Must Dispose of It Within 
Twenty Years. 


Des Moines, Ia., April 6.—[Special.]—In the 
Senate today the non-resident alien owner- 
ship bill introduced by Senator Ellis was 
passed in an amended form. It provided, as 
first presented, that non-resident aliens or 
corporations incorporated under the laws of 
any foreign country or of this cquntry, in 
which one-half of the stock is owhed or con- 
trolled by non-resident aliens, shall be pro- 

hibited from acquiring title to real estate 
in this State; provided, that widows, heirs, 
or devisees who are non-resident aliens, hav- 
ing acquired real estate in this State, may 
hold the same for ten years, and if the nrop- 
erty is not sold in that time to a bona fide 
resident it shall escheat to the State. Noth- 
ing in the bill is to prevent non-resident 
aliens from acquiring property in cities and 
towns, or in corporations in such cities or 
towns, Senator Hospers, who was Commis- 
sioner of Immigration from this State to the 
Netherlands twenty-five years ago, opposed 
the bill as being contrary to the treaties of 
the United States with the Netherlands and 
England. He offered an amendment that 
the time for selling property owned by non- 
resident aliens be extended to twenty years. 
The amendment was adopted and the bill 
was passed. 

Senator Cheshire sues a resolution, 
which was adopted, setting forth that the 
State census had cost about $35,000, and that 
more expense would be entailed by the pub- 
lication of it, and instructing the Committee 
on Retrenchmént and Reform to investigate 
and report if it was not possible to curtail 
the expense and avoid the collation and 
publication of such statistics as were of 
small importance to the people. 

Acting th accordance with the opinion of 
the — Gov. Drake has signed 
the anti-cigaret bill, and the sale of paper 
cigars in Iowa will hereafter be prohibited. 
The bill makes the sale by any one, under 

‘any pretense, of cigarets or cigaret paper 
at retail in this State a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine of not leas than $25 nor more 

for the first offense and not less 
than $100 nor more than $500 for each sub- 
sequent offense. Imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail is also provided for in case fine and 
costs are not paid. The provisions of the 
bill do not apply to sales at wholesale by 
Iowa jobbers to customers outside the State.

HARRISON SENTIMENT IN INDIANA. 


Representative Steele Talks of the 
Position of His State. 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—(Special.]— 
I Indiana held its State conventioninow,”’ 
said Representative George W. Steele, 
„there is no question that the McKinley 
men would be almost unanimously chosen 
delegates to the national convention. In 
the event, however. of the name of ex-Pres- 
ident Harrison being sprung upon the State 
convention as a candidate, most undoubt- 
edly Indiana would be for its favorite son. 

** Many, if not all, the neighbors of the ex- 
President have taken his letter of declina- 
tion seriously, and incline to the belief that 
he meant what he said when he withdrew 
his name from the Presidential canvass. 
It would be welinigh impossible, however, 
to prevent their voting for him if they 
thought there was the slightest chance of 
his accepting the nomination. There is no 
question about Indiana being proud of the 
record made by Mr. Harrison, and his sup- 
porters and the American people generally 
know that he stands for all that is commend- 
able in regard to the protective policy of 
the Republican party as well as the patri- 
otic sentiment of the country. 

Should there be any complications grow- 
ing out of the action of Congress in regard 
to Cuba the people of the United States 
would know just where to find Gen. Har- 
rison, and there would be no danger of his 

. Slopping over on this question. His admin- 
istration: while he was President of the 
United States was marked by conservatism, 
patriotism, and statesmanship of the high- 
est order, and if a deadlock should come in 
the national convention at St. Louls the 
thoughts of those who have the best inter- 
ests of the country at heart would gravitate 
naturally towards Gen. Harrison, who has 
been tried and not found wanting in the 
highest office that can be conferred by the 
people. 

“So far as I am able to judge from inter- 
views with members of the Indiana dele- 
gation these are their expressed views in 
case an emergency should arise at St. Louis. 

From what we have been able to learn 
from those who are ciose to Mr. Harrison, 
if the nomination should come to him with- 
out his being compelled to make a scramble 
for it it is generally believed among Indi- 
ana politicians that the ex-President would 
not refuse an offer that was spontaneous. 
There has been no attempt, however, at or- 
ganizing a Harrison boom, and principally 
because Indiana's favorite son nas been too 
busy with private affairs.” 


SENATOR THURSTON ENTHUSIASTIC. 


He Thinks There Is No Way of Stopping 

the McKinley Wave. 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.}— 
When our State convention meets the 15th 
of this month,“ said Senator Thurston of 
Nebraska, it looks as though the McKinley 
men would carry things with a whirl. No- 
body else ts talked of out in our section of the 
country and I found a similar tone on the 
tloor of the Senate today. In fact, one mem- 
ber of a group of Senators said the way 
things look now MeKihley would be nomi- 
nated by acclamation at St. Louis.

Three 
men compose the Registration Board in 
each county, and they are the judges of an 
applicant’s qualifications. 

In this city every negro was required to 
read a section of the Constitution, and in 
some cases required to construe it. A few 
were refused, but a great majority were ac- 
cepted. In the country districts the reverse 
will be true as few of the negroes have any 
education. The books will be kept open six 
weeks continuously and the first Senda in 
every month thereafter until November, 
when, the election takes place.

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HERR AHLWARDT UNDER ARREST. 


Famous Jew-Baiter Is Set Upon by a 
Mob and Badly Beaten. 

New York, April 6.—[Special.]—Herr Her- 
mann Ahlwardt, the anti-Semite from the 
German Reichstag, was set upon and badly 
beaten by a mob of a thousand infuriated 
men in Hoboken tonight. The rumpus ended 
only when the police arrested Ahlwardt and 
his assailants. 

Some time ago Ahlwardt went to Teutonia 
Hall, Hoboken, to deliver one of his lectures 
attacking the Jews. The police were arguing 
with the proprietor of the hall when a tu- 
multous roar was heard in the street. The 
bluecoats rushed out to ascertain what was 


up. 

“ Kill him!“ rang out hundreds of voices. 
“Lynch him!“ yelled another hundred. 
Above it all rose one voice, lustily yelling 
„Help!“ On the sidewalk lay a man bleed- 
ing from a dosen cuts, his clothing torn 
tatters and covered with mud. It was Herr 
Ahlwardt.

Goulds Muay Transfer Elevated Rail- 
roads to the Vanderbilts. 

New York, April 6.—[Special.}—Russell 
Sage today confirmed the report made pub- 
lic Sunday morning that negotiations were 
in progress looking to the transfer of the 
Manhattan Elevated railroad system from 
the Gould control to the Vanderbilt and 
other interests, but claimed he did not know 
J. Pierpont Morgan was the party through 
which the offer was made. He said the 
negotiations had been going on secretly for 
three months. Miss Helen Gould and her 
sister, he explained, are opposed to part- 
ing with the control of the three principal 
Gould properties out of respect to their 
father’s wishes. Mr. Jay Gould before he 
died expressed the desire that his children 
would consolidate the great properties left 
by him.“

Tobacco Trust Investigation. 


Vice-Chancellor Reed at Newark, N. J., 
today continued the hearing of testimony 
In the suit brought against the American 
Tobacco company for a forfeiture of its 
charter. The principal witness was John 
R. Miller. He testified that after the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company obtained control 
of the market his firm was obliged to sign 
a contract with it to accept consignments. 
He said he obtained a rebate when pur- 
chases reached $1,000, and 2 per cent off for 
payment in ten days. W. A. Brintzhoffer 
testified that he had handled the National 
cigarets until he had been requested by the 
American company not to do so. 

Convicted for Stealing One Cent. 


James Rafferty, homeless and emaciated 
from forced starvation, was tried and con- 
victed in General Sessions today oh the 
charge of stealing one cent. Counsel was 
assigned to him, as he had no money to 
pay for it. He was accused of converting 
to his use one cent from the fob pocket of 
a clerk in an auction store. The prisoner 
claimed he had been arrested from the crowd 
because he was the poorest dressed man in 
it. Thereupon a jury of his peers carefully 
deliberated over his offense for fifteen min- 
utes and brought in a verdict of guilty. 
Rafferty was thereupon sent to the Elmira 
reformatory.

In the center, of each table there was an 
armful of hay surmounted by several im- 
mense eggs, fashioned like the nest of some 
giant condor. Around the nest tulips, lilies, 
and ferns reached out on the cloth in a 
pretty border. 

The souvenirs captivated the guests. To 
a tiny box a card was attached telling each 
maid and dame to look within and see a face 
which had captivated the gallant beside her. 
The favor was a dainty silver hand mirror. 

The call to dinner was made while the com- 
pany thronged the lower parlors. A cook 
dressed in white passed among them, ring- 
ing a big bell. He headed the procession 
into the banquet hall and hung his bell in the 
big gilded wishbone on the center table. 

President M. E. Stone performed the rite 
of passing the loving cup.

Remember the Dead Ones. 


A feature followed quite out of line even 

among Fellowship banquets—a communion 
with those whom death had claimed during 
the last year. The lights were suddenly ex- 
tinguished, and the strains of God's Acre,“ 
‘softly sung by childish voices, floated 
through the room. Chopin’s Funeral 
March,” played in subdued tones, succeeded, 
forming an accompaniment to the address 
of F. Willis Rice, Secretary of the club, who 
said: 
“Upon this particular occasion we feel 
that it is meet and proper that we shall ina 
fitting and solemn manner take cognizance 
of the fact that during the last twelve 
months two prominent members of this club 
have gone from our midst never to return. 

“Surely we could have no more touching 
or impressive reminder of the fact that 
Eugene Field is dead than the rendition of 
his beautiful hymn, Singing in God's Acre,’ 
by the sweet voices of little children, whom 
he loved so well, and whose poet laureate he 
was and ever will remain.” 


Face of Field Appears. 


As Mr. Rice spoke of the departed mem- 
ber, the face of Eugene Field was seen to 
take form upon a broad canvas at the front 
of the banquet hall. In the darkness of the 
room it shone more as @ presence than a 
picture. 

Last November, gt his quaint and beau- 
tiful home in à suburb of this city,” he con- 
tinued, the children's poet fell into that 
dreamless sleep which knows no waking 
and there passed away from earth a man 
whose real worth as journalist, writer, and 
poet not even those of us who knew him 
best and loved him most fully or properly 
appreciated until, alas, he was taken from 
us.

WILL VISIT ST. LOUIS NO MORE. 


Metropolitan Opera Company Finds 
Traveling Expensive. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 6.—[Special.]—It is 
probable that the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, which opened tonight at Music Hall, 
will not visit St. Louis again after this sea- 
gon. Maurice Grau is authority for this 
statement, and says that unless present 
plans go glimmering this engagement will 
be a farewell one. 

“You see,” said Mr. Grau, we like to 
come to St. Louis, but it is too expensive. 
The public has no idea how much it costs to 
move a great opera company about the 
country. Transporting ot the scenery alone 
costs a small fortune every season. Then 
the amount of baggage we carry is enor- 
mous. Our principal difficulty is. with the 
railroads. It is a great task to secure ade- 
quate railroad accommodation. ‘The rail- 
roads are not disposed to grant the con- 
cessions we ask. Of course they are in the 
business to make money, and I suppose they 
cannot be blamed. 

“Our aggregation numbers 300 persons, 
counting choristers and necessary servants 
and assistants. As becomes artists and peo- 
ple associated with artists these people want 
the very best of everything. Every one of 
them wants a drawing-room, and it’s lucky 
they do not want a whole car. 

“While we have always found our West- 
ern tours profitable, we believe that the net 
profits would be a great deal larger if we 
were not compelled to travel somuch. We 
have arrived at this conclusion only after 
careful consideration. If we can make 
necessary arrangements we will not tour 
the country after this season. 

We are trying to make arrangements by 
which the season will be equally divided be- 
tween New York and Chicago. I consider 
it probable, highly probable in fact, that we 
will never come back to St. Louis after this 
e ve 
n ay. Gear is highly gratified with the com- 
pany’s success so far this season. He says 
the engagement in Chicago, was the best 
ever played in that city, and the same might 
be said of the other cities visited.

Benjamin Harrison has led his second 
bride to the altar and all the world “ that 
dearly loves a lover” unites in wishing the 
couple “long life and prosperity.” The 
habit of his life to avoid undue publicity 
and ostentation has been strictly observed 
in this somewhat trying ordeal and through- 
out all the preparations for the marriage, 
and up to the hour when the ex-Presids ‘t 
and Mrs. Mary Scott Lord Dimmick were 
declared man and wife he avoided for him- 
self and screened her from the obnoxious 
intrusion of the vulgarly curious. The nat- 
ural desire of the public to lionize a couple 
so eminent and make a sensation of the 
ceremony in New York was forestalled by 
keeping even the hour of the event a secret. 
This precaution was in keeping with the 
good taste that dominated the other pre- 
liminaries, as it shut out finally all the 
possibilities of general publicity. 

A sentiment attaches to this alliance, en- 
tirely apart from the fact that the groom 
was once a President of the United States 
and renounced a hopeful chance of win- 
ning the distinction a second time. He 
himself has disclosed how truly a helpmeet 
Mrs. Dimmick was to him through some of 
the most troublous passages of his life 
and how he had learned to lean on her tact 
and womanly wisdom when his own heart 
was sick and his courage wavering. It is 
peculiarly fitting that in these last years of 
his honored career he should win the priv- 
ilege of calling the woman his wife who so 
tenderly shared his earlier perplexities.

THE CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 

The House yesterday adopted the Senate 
concurrent Cuban resolutions by the em- 
phatic vote of 244 to 27, the twenty-seven 
negative votes representing eighteen Re- 
publicans and nine Democrats from New 
England, New York, and the South, New 
England furnishing nearly half of the votes 
against the resolutions. The great West 
voted solidly for them. The votes against 
recognizing the belligerent rights of the

The resolutions which have now passed 
both Houses of Congress are as follows: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of Congress a con- 
dition of public war exists between the Govern- 
ment of Spain and the government proclaimed and 
for some time maintained by force of arms by the 
people of Cuba; and that the United States of 
America should maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending powers, according to each 
all the rights of belligerents in the ports and ter- 
sitory of the United States. 

Resolved, further, That the friendly offices of 
the United States should be offered by the Presi- 
dent to the Spanish Government for the recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba. 

Mr. Hitt in his excellent speech advocat- 
ing the passage of the above resolutions 


succinctly stated the outcome of the first: 

It would be of inestimable assistance to the 
Cuban cause. It would give them à flag: itgrould 
give them a status in the world. If they pro- 
cured a vessel and entered New York harbor to- 
morrow with their lone star fag they would be 
Mable to be treated as pirates. The Spanish Min- 
ister would immediately claim. that this should be 
done, but, with a recognized flag, they could enter 
as the ships from all countries do. They could buy 
munitions of war openly. They could buy sup- 
plies of every kind. Men could go openly. if not 
in. armed expeditions, to join them. They could 
negotiate loans—negotiate them as openly as the 
Spaniards could do now. 

Congress has expressed its sympathy and 
its opinion with no uncertain voice, and · it 
reflects the sympathy and opinion of the 
great majority of the American people.

INDIGNANT AT LABOR CONGRESS, 


Members of the Carlisle Address Com- 
mittee Are Outspoken, 
Members of the Committee of Arrange- 


ments for the address on the silver question 


which is to be delivered at the Auditorium 
by Secretary Carlisle on Wednesday, April 
15, are indignant at the resolution passed 
by the Labor Congress at its meeting on 
Sunday. , 

They accuse the congress people of falsely 
insinuating that the invitation purported to 
be from delegated representatives of or- 
ganized labor. They claim that their letter 
conveyed no such impression, the signers 
merely acting as individuals. 

They further claim that, although or- 


ganized labor did not act collectively in this 


matter, the widest interest is felt in it in 
labor circles, 

They also charge the Labor Congress peo- 
ple with planning to take advantage of Mr. 
Carlisle's visit here to challenge him to a 
public debate on silver with William H. 
Harvey. 

In proof of tui they produce a letter ad- 
dressed to Henry 8. Robins, President of the 
Honest Money League of Illinois, which 
Mr. Robins had turned over to the Commit- 
tee on Arrangements for the Carlisle ad- 
dress, as he did not feel disposed to take 
any action on it himself. This letter asks 
Mr. Robins to make an effort to arrange 4 
joint discussion between Secretary Carlisle 
and Mr. Harvey, and is signed by officers 
and members of unions affiliated with the 
Labor Congress. 

In commenting on the action of the con- 
gress some of the members of the Committee 
of Arrangements used severe language. 

J. McGrath said: 

I regard these men as a cragied crowd 

who have partially paralyzed the 


into the vortex of political action, and who 
have nothing but invective and malignancy 
for all who refuse to subscribe to their in- 
Sane economic doctrines.” This was sub- 
stantially the summing up also of C. G. 
Stivers, William C. Hollister, and William C. 
Pomeroy. 

There was no change observable yesterday 
In the conditions of the garment-workers’ 
strike, Among the strikers there Was a gen- 
eral conviction that the employers were 
weakening, but at the same time they admit 
they have no successes to report. 

Barney Miller, a former member of the 
Clothing Cutters’ and Trimmers’ Union, has 
sued the union for ten weeks’ lost wages. 
He went out with the strikers and was idle 
for ten weeks. Then he left the union and at 
once secured employment. The case will 
come up before Justice Prindiville April 13. 

A union of employés of the General Rail- 
way company has been formed with the 
recognition of the company, of which ex- 
Congressman L. E. McGann is President. 


MURDERER CARRIG IS SENTENCED. 


Witfe-Slayer Sent to Joliet for an In- 
determinate Period. 

John Carrig, who was recently convicted 
of manslaughter, was yesterday sentenced 
to the penitentiary for an indeterminate 
time. The motion for a new trial was denied. 
Carrig was convicted of striking his wife 
with a sword, and afterward kicking her at 
their home, No. 300 May street, on the night 
of Dec. 16. 

When he was asked what he had to say 
why sentence should not be passed Carrig 
declared perjured testimony secured his con- 
viction and that he was innocent. 

Argument on the motion for a new trial 
for Louls Moxey, colored, convicted of man- 
slaughter, was heard by Judge Freeman 
yesterday. Further argument will be heard 
tomorrow. Moxey is alleged to have shot 
and killed James Maher in a saloon in West 
Lake street. 

When the motion for a new trial for Nie 
Marzen, who is condemned to death for the 
murder of Fritz Holzheutter, comes up be- 
fore Judge Smith April 18, the prisoner will 
make a plea in his own behalf. e says he is 
not satisfied with the way his trial was con- 
ducted. “I was not allowed to go on the 
stand to tell my story,” he said yesterday. 
Now I propose to tell it to the court any- 
way.” 

A new trial was denied by Judge Horton in 
the case of Walter Dobbins, and he was 
sentenced to the penitentiary for two years. 
He killed Joseph Miller at No. 98 orth 
Green streettast December. 


HE CAUSES DR. HUXMAN’S ARREST. 
at the American Dental Col- 
lege Charges Assault, 

Dr. F. W. Huxman, one of the professors 
in the German-American Dental College in 
the Schiller Building, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on a warrant charging him with 
assault and battery. The complainant is 
Wilhelm Schlegel, a student in the collelge. 

Schlegel says he was to have graduated 

last month, but when the time came Hux- 
man refused to let him take the final exami- 
nation. Yesterday morning he went to the 
college to have an explanation with Dr. Hux- 
man, whereupon, he alleges, the doctor as- 
saulted him and forcibly ejected him from 
the office. 
Dr. Huxman says Schlegel has refused to 
do any work since he eritered the college and 
was not proficient enough to take the ex- 
amination. Ten days ago, the doctor claims, 
Schlegel left the college and has since been 
on a spree. 

Yesterday he came to the office intoxicated, 
according to the doctor's Story, and raised a 
disturbance. Dr. Huxman told him to leave, 
whereupon, the doctor says, Schlegel as- 
saulted him. 

The doctor then ejected him from the office 
and during the scuffle which ensued, it is 
claimed, a friend of Schlegel struck the 
doctor on the left temple with a knife, cut- 
ting him. The case will be heard April 16.

Washington, D. C., April 6.—The river and 
harbor appropriation bill was passed under 
8 n of the rules by a rising vote of 
216 to 40, the opposition not being strong 
enough to secure a yea and nay vote. 

Mr. Hepburn [Rep., Ia.], before the vote 
was taken, made a bitter attack on the river 
and harbor appropriation bill, and especially 
on the Mississippi River Commission. There 
was no pork in the bill for him, he said, 
and he was free to speak his mind. But 
there was, he said, pork enough: for 
members to secure its passage. 

Mr. Catchings Dem., Miss.) replied to Mr. 
Hepburn's attack, and paid a high tribute 
to the bill. Other members were given a min- 
ute or two each in which to pledge their sup- 
port to the measure, and Mr. Hooker closed. 

Hammond, Ind., April 6.--[{Special,}—Im- 
mediately after the news reached Hammond 
the House had 41 the river and harbor 
appropriation bill, by wh the Wolfe Lake 
inland harbor receives $8,000 for prelimi- 
nary work, representatives for the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company announced a new rail- 
road line will be built from South Chicago 
to the new ent t. It is also given out on 
good authority the Illinois Central will ex- 
tend its line to Minha = East Chicago, and 
Hammond via South loa go. 

The reading of the bill consumed one and 
one-half hours. 

At its conclusion Mr. Hooker asked that the 
time for debate be extended until 4 o’clock. 
Mr. Hepburn protested, saying the bill in- 
volved the appropriation of 000,000. Some 
amendménts had been reported only this 
morning, and he submitted that this extraor- 
dinary expenditure should not be authorized 
without due debate. He suggested that the 
time for debate be extended until 5 o’clock. 

Mr. Maguire [Dem., Cal.] asked whether 
opportunity would be offered for amend- 
ment. Being informed that there would not 
be, he objected. 

After Mr. Wheeler [Dem., Ala.] had given 
his indorsement to the bill, Mr. Hepburn 
[Rep., Ia.] made a sensational speech in op- 
position to the measure. 

There was, he began, nothing in the bill in 
the way of pork for his district, but, he 
added, there was enough in it for other dis- 
tricts to insure its passage and he felt noth- 
ing he would be able to say would stop it in 
its stately march to the statute books. 

He read the amounts that would go to va- 
rious States, $1,700,000 to Maine, $1,400,000 
to Massachusetts, $400,000 to Rhode Island, 
and $196,000 to Connecticut; $4,440,000 to New 
York, etc., to show how the “ pork” was 
distributed, and then proceeded to make an 
attack on the appropriations in the bill for 
the Mississippi River Commission. The bill 
carried $625,000 for the commission, he said, 
and authorized contracts aggregating 
$8,375,000, 

Right here, Mr. Speaker,“ said he, I 
want it understood that 1 do not object to 
legitimate appropriations for the great 
waterways of the country. What I desire 
to rebuke are the methods adopted to secure 
the passage of this bill. In most cases in 
this bill there is a flagrant bestowal of the 
largesses of the government.” 

Proceeding, he said that in the last ten 
years there had been expended through the 
Mississippi River Commission $29,100,000. 
Most of it was money thrown away. The 
scheme of the Mississippi River Commission, 
he declared, had been a fraud from its in- 
ception. Its real purpose was to reclaim 
swamp lands given to the States on condition 
of their reclamation. Since the scheme had 
been devised two-thirds of the appropria- 
tions had been applied to this purpose and 
but one-third to the work of deepening the 
channel. 


WILL PAY POSTMASTER RIDGELEY. 


Recommendation to Credit the Spring- 
field Official for Money Stolen. 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—({Special.]— 
Postmaster-General Wilson sent a communi- 
cation to Congress today favoring a proposi- 
tion to credit Postmaster Redick M. Ridgeley 
at Springfield, III., for upwards of §6,500 
worth of postage stamps stolen from the 
Springfield Postoffice about a year ago. 

According to the investigations of the spe- 
cial agents of the Postoffice Department and 
from the testimony of employés of the 
Springfield Postoffice, this robbery was one 
of the boldest ever committed. 

Two well-dressed men called upon Post- 
master Ridgeley, and, upon being shown into 
his private office, requested the use of his 
bunch of keys for the purpose of unlocking a 
small cash box which they had with them. 

Their story was to the effect the box con- 
tained important papers which were to be 
used at a trial in the United States Court at 
Springfield, but the key of the Yale lock had 
either been lost or mislaid and they did not 
want to break open the box. 

While this conversation was going on in 
the postmaster’s office there was an ani- 
mated colloquy at the money order window 
by a customer who said there was trouble 
about a registered letter. 

It transpired afterwards this caller was a 
confederate of the two men who were in the 
postmaster’s private office. It had been ex- 
pected the disturbance at the money order of- 
fice would attract the attention of the Post- 
master, and the scheme was worked suc- 
cessfully, for Postmaster Ridgeley left his 
desk to see what the trouble was about, and 
in the short time that elapsed while he was 
crossing a hallway the two strangers ob- 
tained an impression of the keys that un- 
locked the postoffice vault. 

This occurred March 20, 1805, and April 3 
of the same year the vault of the postoffice 
was opened between 12:10 and 1:15 p. m. and 
$6,527 worth of postage stamps, $39 in key 
deposit funds, and about $1,000 worth of sil- 
verware belonging to the postmaster’s 
daughter, who had just been married, re- 
warded the thieves. 

After the strong recommendation of the 
Postmaster-General in this matter, Repre- 
sentative Connolly prepared a bill which was 
introduced in the House today authorizing 
the postage stamp and key deposit funds 
being placed to the credit of Postmaster 
Ridgeley, and the subject was ordered re- 
ferred to the Committee on Postoffices and 


Post Roads. 
WANT MORE MONEY FOR CALUMET. 


Congressman Aldrich Says $75,000 Ap- 
propriation Is Insufficient. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—{Special.J—" I 
am not satisfied that the provision in the 
river and harbor bill as it passed the House 
is sufficient for the improvement of the Calu- 
met,“ said Congressman Aldrich, “‘and I 
shall endeavor to have an appropriation for 
rebuilding the piers made specific and in- 
serted by the Senate committee to which the 
bill may be referred.

WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS IN OHIO, 


Cold Weather Retards the Growth All 
Over the State. 

Columbus, O., April 6.—{Special.}—Fol- 
lowed by the crop report issued by the State 
Board of Agriculture on Saturday the Ohio 
Weather and Crop Bureau today issued a 
further bulletin showing the effect of the 
weather and condition of winter wheat for 
the week ending today. Inthe southern sec- 
tion, owing to continued drought after fall 
seeding and alternate freezing and thawing 
weather during most of the winter, wheat is 
in bad shape, although some protection was 
afforded by snow during the coldest periods 
of March. Considerable wheat and barley 
was winter-killed. Many fields of wheat, 
very thin, will be plowed up ahd sown to 
either oats or corn. 

In the middle section early sown wheat is 
in fair condition, but late. It did not have 
sufficient start to withstand the winter. 
Warm weather during the first of the week 
started wheat and grass, Dut has been 
checked by the cold weather of the last few 
days. But little plowing has been done, and 
in some localities none. 

In the northern section the snow of the 
early part of the winter afforded protection 
to wheat and other cereals, but during the 
menth of March afforded only slight pro- 
tection, and considerable damage was caused 
by the alternate freezing and thawing. 
Wheat made a goodc,start early in the week, 
but later the conditions were so unfavorable 
that the advance for the week was very little

He has written that 
the chances for successfully carrying out 
these negotiationa are much improved over 
what they were a short time ago. The nego- 
tiations with the Australian Government, 
which are similar in character to those now 
pending in Italy, are also of a character 
which indicates a speedy closing. In a 
personal letter which President Barber has 
written to a business associate in Chicago 
he wrote that in his opinion his holdings of 
Diamond Match were worth 300. d 
Match is said by insiders to be booked for 
200 or better in the month of April. 

Lake Street stock was in active demand 
and total sales of nearly 4,000 shares were 
made during the day. It, was apparently 
8 of a surprise to the majority of 
brokers to see Lake Street advance from 
an opening at regular and 23% account, 
which were the lowest quotations of the 
day, to 26 regular and account. The 
strength in Lake Street is due to good re- 
ports of traffic which are being given out 
by the officials of that company. President 
Louderback says that the traffic for the 
month of March was as heavy as that for the 
month of January. In January the road 
carried an average of 35,000 passengers a 
day, and after paying all operating expenses 
there was a deficit of only $1,047. The road 
will be operated by electricity within the 
next few weeks. The work of laying the 
third rail and of stringing the feed wires 
which are to supply the.current is now practi- 
cally completed over the entire system, and 
nearly all the motor cars have been turned 
out by the shop and are ready for operation, 
The expectation is to have the road running 
by electricity before May 1. A saving in 
operating expenses of from 10 to 15 per cent 
will be shown by the road, unless the pre- 
dictions of Mr. Louderback prove incorrect. 
With a traffic which keeps up well to that of 
the winter mofiths and a reduction in operat- 
ing expenses the road should be able to meet 
all fixed charges during the present year and 
pay a part, if not all, of the 5 per cent on the 
outstanding issue of income bonds. 


Expects Gains in Summer Tratfiic. 


With the Lake Street running mto the 
heart of the retail district, as it will do when 
the loop is completed, Mr. Louderback 
thinks the traffic will be as heavy in sum- 
mer as in winter months. He credits the 
falling off in the summer traffic of the ele- 
vated roads to their having had terminals 
such a long distance from the retail dis- 
trict. Work on the loop is now progressing 
as rapidly as the receipt of iron will permit. 
The work of putting up the superstructure 
on Fifth avenue south from Lake street 
began yesterday. The Lake Street is count- 
ing on a considerable gain from the loop 
when it is completed.

they cannot be reissued, but must be retired 
and canceled, for otherwise there will be 
n greater amount of notes outstanding than 
the cost of the bullion in coined dollars 
“then held in the Treasury.” 


Result of Provisions of Law of 1890. 


The result of this provision of the law o 
the proeess now going on of the occa- 
presentation of Treasury notes for 

silver. The temporary use of this silver is 
in ‘the crops and providing for seed 
time expenses, and then the withdrawal of 
the silver dollate from active circulation and 
their conversion into silver certificates. This 
process ‘seems intricate, and yet it is going 
on steadily, year by year. 

There is a 3 deman for silver dol- 
lars from the West and Southgest partic- 
larly, to move the crops, to break up land, 
and similar expenses, the particular de- 
mand being in the fall and spring. When 
the farmers in the South and Southwest need 
money to pay off thelr hands, they deposit 
money in the banks in the form of notes of 
various kinds which are generally silver cer- 
tiflcates and Treasury notes. These are sent 
to the Treasury by the banks and silver is 
shipped out in return for them. The result 
is there is a large proportion of the Treasury 
notes redeemed and retired every year. 

The process of reduction in the Treasury 
notes began before the original notes in the 
purchase of silver bullion were discontinued, 
and. the amount of the total cost of such pur- 
chases was never outstanding at any one 
2 the highest point reached being Nov. 

„1893, when the figures showed 8153,50, 


In May of last year the redemption of 


Treasury notes in silver amounted to over 
a million and a half, and in June it was near-® 


_ly two millions. As these Treasury notes 
when redeemed in silver must be retired, 
and as new ones are coming in month by 
month, the result is a steady drain on the 
free silver in the Treasury, necessitating a 
steady coinage to make it good. 


Seigmiorage Goes Into the Treasury. 


In addition to this the law of 1890 provided 


that the Secretary of the Treasury should 
coin each month 2,000,000 ounces of the 
silver bullion purchased under the provisions 
of the act into standard silver dollars until 
the first day of July, 1891, and that after 
that he should coin “as much as may be 
necessary to provide for the redemption or 
the Treasury notes wre se provided for, 
and any gain or seignidrage arising from 
such coinage shall be accounted for and paid 
into the Treasury.“ 

This results therefore in a continued coin- 
age of silver dollars to supply an express de- 
mand. When that demand is provided for 
the silver dollars gradually drift back to the 
Treasury and are exchanged on demand for 
certificates, because in all the great com- 
moras centers the silver coin is too bulky 

for payments in large amounts. This proc- 
ess cannot be arrested as long as the pres- 
ent law remains on the statute books, and

It will therefore alin seen = thet there is now 
in the Treasury vaults and at the mints 
‘silver bullion whose cost price is $46,370,065 
more than the total profit thus far realized 
on the entire coinage of silver dollars since 
the year 1878. 

Profit Does Not in W Exist. 


The so-called profit of selgniorage does 
not exist, in fact, at all. The minute it ac- 
erues it is turned into the Treasury as an 
asset. There is no residium of silver bullion 
carried as seigniorage at all. Therefore the 
various bills whic have been proposed in 
Congress to coin the seigniorage can at best 
only mean that the Treasury should coin 
as much more bullion as would amount to the 
profit it has made since 1878. 

Treasury officials who were talked with 
today say the present coinage is only pro- 
ceeding according to the strict. injunctions 
of the law which requires silver to be coined 
in sufficient quantities to redeem the Treas- 
ury notes when the holders ask for silver. 
They unite in saying, and their statements 
are backed up by the figures, that this silver 
goes out into the country for a brief period 
and is invariably returned to the Teasury 
and its place taken by silver certificates. 
Under the present law the temporgry de- 
mand for silver dollars can only be met by 
new coinage; but the purpose of the Treas- 
ury is to keep that new coinage down to the 
actual demands created by the retirement 
of the Sherman notes. 

As explained at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the only authority to coin silver — 72 
now existing, is by the third section of the 
act of 1890, which provides for the coinage 
of, enough silver to redeem the Treasury 
notes now outstanding against the bullion. 

Law Is Mandatory in Its Provisions, 

As the law is mandatory, the process must 
go on. The Treasury notes are redeemable 
in either silver or gold, at the option of the 
Secretary. They are generally presented at 
the Subtreasury in excchange for gold, in 
which case they are reissued, as are the legal 
tenders. They are only paid in silver when 
the holder demands it, but when so paid, 
must be retired, and their places supplied by 
new silver dollars coined out of the bullion 
they represent. 

This silver coinage will gradually decrease, 
however, as the Treasury note themselves 
decrease, for they will less often be presented 
for redemption in silver. It was said today 
at the Treasury that In the requests for sil- 
ver dollars coming fronj Chicago, for use in 
the country, silver certificates and Treasury 
notes are offered in about equal proportions. 
The certificates turned into the Treasury 
reléase the same amount of silver dollars at 
once, but to redeem the Treasury notes the 
small stock of free silver must De drawn 
upon, and the deficit made up by new coin- 
age. As fast as coinage is executed, the 
Treasury reaps the benefit of the seigniorage 
and the revenues are increased to that ex- 
tent. 

Should it ever become necessary to redeem 
the silver coinage, the more there is out- 
standing the more it will fost, but the Treas- 
ury in the meantime has already received the 
differénce between the coinage value and the 
bullion value of the silver so far as present 
prices go. 

The silver bullion purchased under the act 
of 1890 was bought at different prices, so that 
‘the profit varies. The variation in the aver- 
age price of the bullion by fiscal years is as 
follows:

Should there come a time of redemption 
of the silver dollars, the price at that time 
would determine whether the United States 
would gain or lose by the transaction. Mean- 
while the coinage of silver dollars must go 
on as long as any section of the country de- 
mands them and sen in Treasury notes. 
If the demand ceases, ör the Treasury notes 
are exhausted or otherwise used, the coin- 
age must cease until new laws are provided. 
The only comfort Treasury officials find in 
the present roundabout process of convert- 
ing Treasury notes first into coin and then 
into silver certificates, is that the policy has 
been adopted of making new silver certifi- 
cates of as low denominations as possible, 
for in that way they are best kept in the 
hands of the people.

NO COUNTERFEITING BY WHOLESALE 


Story Regarding Fraudulent Coinage 
of Silver Dollars Denied. 

Washington, D. C., April 6.— [Special. 
Inquiry was made at the Secret Service Di- 
vision of the Treasury Department today 
relative to the stories which have been afloat 
in regard to the private coinage of silver 
dollars for the sake of the profit. It had been 
stated that there were 50,000,000 of such 
silver dollars, containing the full amount 
of silver, and otherwise like those coined by 
the government. 


In the absence of Chief Hazen, Chief Clerk 


McWilliams said: We have heard such 
rumors frequently, but are satisfied there is 
nothing tothem. Counterfeiting is a danger- 

ous business, in view of the heavy penalties, 
and the counterfeiting of silver coin is done 
only on a small scale. 

“To make any money by using the full 
amount of silver and making an apparently 


genuine coin would require expensive ap- 
paratus and a large plant to make it profita- | 


ble. It is practically impossible to make a 
counterfeit which would defy detection, for 
no two engravers can make a die alike in all 
particulars. 

Wo have never yet discovered the slight- 
est evidence that such counterfeits are in 
existence. The stories printed; when run 
to earth, have invariably proved to be 
‘fakes’ and only that. We should soon 
hear from tho banks and Subtreasuries if 
such an illicit coinage existed.“
